REMARKS 


By this Amendment, Applicants have amended claim 4 to be in independent 
form by including therein all of the limitations of claim 1, from which claim 4 
previously depended. Claims 1, 3 and 5 have been canceled without prejudice or 
disclaimer and claims 2, 4 and 6-12 amended to ultimately depend from claim 4. 
Applicants have also added claim 13, corresponding to claim 11 but depending 
directly from claim 4. 

Noting the indication of allowable subject in claim 4 and noting the foregoing 
amendments canceling claims 1, 3 and 5, amending claim 4 to be in independent 
form and amending the remaining claims to ultimately depend from claim 4, the 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) of claims 1, 3, 5-10 and 12 in numbered section 2 
of the Office Action and the rejection of claims 2 and 1 1 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) in 
numbered section 5 of the Office Action are moot. 

In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, favorable reconsideration 
and allowance of all of the claims now in the application are requested.
